Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1960. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  satisfactory.  There  is  an  improvement  in  the  still 
birth  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate.  The  numbers,  however,  are  small  and  care  must 
be  taken  in  interpreting  this  either  way. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  analysis  of  infant  deaths,  the  main  reasons  are  the  presence 
of  congenital  malformations  and  prematurity.  Both  are  subjects  of  intensive  research, 
the  importance  of  which  is  obvious. 

There  were  no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease.  There  was  an  apparent  in- 
crease of  respiratory  tuberculosis  which  is  discussed  in  the  text. 

The  passing  of  the  Caravan  Act,  1960  has  enabled  isolated  and  unsatisfactory  areas 
to  be  cleared  and,  in  co-operation  with  their  owners,  an  improvement  of  other  sites. 

Provision  of  main  drainage  is  proceeding  slowly  due  to  the  high  capital  costs. 

During  the  year  the  result  of  an  investigation  into  the  effect  of  fumes  from  brickworks 
was  pubhshed.  This  is  discussed  fully  in  the  text. 

In  conclusion,  may  I say  how  pleased  I am  to  join  your  staff.  I am  grateful  to  Mr. 
Matthews  and  Mr.  Mills  who  have  been  responsible  for  most  of  the  work  in  this  report.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Non-agricultural  industries  in  the  area  consist  of  brickworks  at  Stewartby  and 
Kempston  Hardwick,  leather  dressing  at  Harrold  and  Odell,  and  the  National 
Aeronautical  Establishment  north  of  Bedford.  The  main  industry,  however,  is  still 
agriculture  consisting  principally  of  arable  land  with  considerable  areas  of  pasture, 
especially  in  the  Ouse  Valley.  Industries  in  the  Borough  of  Bedford  and  the  Urban 
District  of  Rushden  give  employment  to  residents  of  nearby  villages  in  this  Rural  District. 

There  is  no  unemployment  in  the  area  and  there  is  considerable  pressure  on  housing 
accommodation.  Caravans  and  other  sub-standard  dwellings  are  constantly  appearing 
and  only  constant  vigilance  and  prompt  action  (generally  of  an  informal  nature)  prevents 
the  growing  up  of  “shanty  towns”  in  some  parts  of  the  district.

The  service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  has  satisfactorily  met  the 
needs  of  the  area.  It  covers  the  full  twenty-four  hours,  and  is  free  of  charge. 

In  addition  to  moving  emergency  cases,  ambulance  or  sitting-case  car  transport  is 
available  for  carrying  patients  unable  to  travel  by  other  means  to  and  from  Hospitals  and 
Clinics,  when  attendance  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  medical  treatment. 

Except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance  must  be  made  by 
a Medical  Practitioner  or  other  authorised  person.  This  should  be  to  the  nearest  depot. 

The  service  also  covers  the  removal  to  isolation  hospitals  of  patients  suffering  from 
infectious  disease.

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6.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

(a)  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council’s  control  of  the  comprehensive  distribution  system  for  the  whole  of  the 
area  came  to  an  end  during  the  year  by  the  formation  of  the  North  Bedfordshire  Water 
Board  which  assumed  responsibility  for  the  supply  of  water  to  a majority  of  the  Parishes. 
In  handing  over  to  a larger  and  specialised  Water  Authority,  the  Council  can  reflect  that 
their  record  in  the  sphere  of  water  supply  has  been  creditable,  in  that  it  provided  water 
over  such  a large  area  at  reasonable  cost  and  for  the  most  part,  adequate  to  serve  all 
reasonable  requirements.  Demands  on  the  system  were  usually  anticipated  in  good  time, 
with  the  result  that  the  scheme  handed  over  to  the  Water  Board  was  adequate  and  in 
good  condition,  except  in  one  or  two  instances  where  the  irritating  delays  in  forming  the 
Board  once  it  had  been  decided  to  do  so,  resulted  in  some  reluctance  to  engage  in  capital 
works  of  any  magnitude. 

With  the  water  mains,  water  towers  and  pumping  stations,  the  full  time  water  supply 
employees  of  the  Council  were  transferred  to  the  Board  and  thereby  ended  an  association 
of  many  years,  as  a large  proportion  of  this  small  group  of  maintenance  staff  were  originally 
employed  when,  or  soon  after,  the  comprehensive  scheme  was  completed  in  1936. 
During  that  considerable  period  they  were  never  found  wanting,  were  prepared  to  meet 
any  emergency  at  any  time,  and  could  be  trusted  to  do  the  job  as  quickly  as  possible 
without  excessive  supervision.  The  principal  Officers  of  the  Council  held  them  in  high 
regard,  and  whilst  the  rearrangement  of  water  supply  authorities  is,  no  doubt,  for  the 
best,  the  termination  of  this  association  with  the  men  concerned  is  rather  sad. 

For  the  time  being,  the  Council  retains  responsibility  tor  water  supply  in  the  Parishes 
of  Eaton  Socon,  Roxton,  Great  Barford,  Willington,  Cople,  Cardington,  Eastcotts, 
Elstow,  Wflstead,  part  of  Stewartby  and  part  of  Wootton.  These  Parishes  will,  in  due 
course,  be  transferred  to  the  Mid-Bedfordshire  Water  Board  and  ideally  the  formation 
and  operation  of  the  two  Boards  concerned  would  have  coincided.  Due,  however,  to  the 
difficulties  involved  in  amalgamating  a comparatively  large  number  of  existing’ Water 
Authorities  in  the  area  to  be  covered  by  the  Mid-Bedfordshire  Water  Board,  delays  have 
been  inevitable,  and  consequently  the  control  and  management  of  the  Parishes  still 
retained  has  had  to  be  improvised  by  Staff  not  normally  concerned  with  water  supply 
and  the  employment  of  two  or  three  private  firms  experienced  in  this  type  of  work. 

Routine  samples  have  been  taken  regularly  throughout  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Three  slightly  unsatisfactory  results  were  found  from  samples  in  dead-end 
branch  mams.  Immediate  action  was  taken  to  flush  out  these  mains  and  subsequent 
samplings  revealed  that  conditions  were  satisfactory  again. 
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Two  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  well  supplies  and  in 
each  case  the  owners  were  advised  to  use  the  readily  accessible  mains  supply.

(b)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

During  the  year  additional  schemes  of  sewerage  were  completed,  or  substantially 
completed,  at  Eaton  Socon,  Oakley  and  Stevington,  thus  adding  to  the  continuous  pro- 
gress which  has  been  made  in  this  field  since  the  end  of  the  war.  To  provide  main 
drainage  is  one  of  the  Council’s  most  important  functions  and  there  is  a constant  sense 
of  urgency  about  the  need  of  extending  to  the  fullest  possible  extent  this  vital  social 
service.  To  this  end,  as  work  proceeds  on  one  scheme,  preparation  and  design  are  pro- 
ceeding on  others.  Authority  to  undertake  schemes  at  Turvey,  Wilstead,  Cardington, 
Great  Barford,  Elstow,  parts  of  Wootton  and  Kempston  Rural  is  anticipated  during  1961, 
and  further  schemes  are  being  prepared  for  Renhold,  Ravensden,  Podington,  and  Wyming- 
ton  with  the  object  of  early  placing  of  contracts. 

Notwithstanding  the  progress  which  has  been  made  with  schemes  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal,  much  of  the  District  is  devoid  of  main  drainage  and  is  likely  to  be  so  for 
many  years  to  come.  The  necessity  exists,  therefore,  to  operate  a cesspool  emptying  and 
pail  collection  service,  but  the  new  sewerage  schemes  have  prevented  any  necessity  for 
expanding  the  cesspool  emptying  service,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  transfer  pail  emptying 
from  congested  villages  now  sewered,  to  the  more  rural  types  of  villages  which  previously 
had  not  benefited  from  the  organisation. 

The  Council  emptied  1,316  cesspools  during  the  year. 
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(c)  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  result  of  samples  taken  from  the  river  at  various  points  between  Bedford  and 
Newport  Pagnell  indicate  that  the  condition  of  the  river  so  far  as  pollution  is  concerned, 
progressively  improves.  Sources  of  pollution  continue  to  be  removed  mainly  by  the 
introduction  of  main  drainage  which  is  likely  to  have  a fairly  marked  effect  at  Oakley  and 
Stevington  in  the  immediate  future  and  at  Turvey,  Milton  Ernest  and  Great  Barford  in 
the  not  too  distant  future  if  the  Council’s  proposals  are  authorised  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  results  of  modernisation  and  the  ready  availability  of  water  supplies  creates 
difficulties  in  unsewered  Parishes  resulting  in  the  contamination  of  ditches  and  streams 
over  a wide-spread  area.  There  appears  to  be  no  chance  of  a practical  solution  to  this 
state  of  affairs  other  than  the  installation  of  sewers  which  must  consequently  remain  a 
fixed  objective  of  the  Council  for  many  years  to  come. 


(d)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

The  sewering  of  Parishes  in  the  post-war  period  has  had  a marked  effect  upon  the 
number  of  pail  closets,  although  they  still  remain  the  prevailing  type  of  closet  accom- 
modation over  a large,  if  not  densely  populated  area  of  the  District.  By  reason  of  the 
new  main  drainage  schemes,  however,  it  has  been  possible  to  transfer  the  Council’s 
pail  emptying  organisation  from  the  congested  urban  type  villages  to  the  more  rural 
parishes,  and  this  service  is  now  given  to  the  unsewered  parishes  of  Dean  and  Shelton, 
Great  Barford,  Melchbourne  and  Yielden,  Milton  Ernest,  Roxton,  Stagsden,  Turvey  and 
the  unsewered  parts  of  the  Parish  of  Eaton  Socon. 


(e)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  is  collected  once  a week  from  eight  Parishes,  and  fortnightly  from  the  re- 
mainder of  the  District. 

The  expanding  population  makes  increasing  demands  upon  this  service  and  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  villages  to  receive  a weekly  collection  can  be  anticipated.  The 
Council  is  at  present  embarking  upon  a systematic  renewal  of  refuse  collection  freighters, 
which  for  the  most  part  are  getting  somewhat  old  and  the  additional  demands  have  so  far 
been  taken  up  by  purchasing  vehicles  of  increased  capacity  so  as  to  eliminate  too  frequent 
journeys  from  the  collection  points  to  the  tipping  areas.  The  progressive  extra  demands 
will,  however,  result  eventually  in  additional  vehicles  and  crews  being  required,  a ten- 
dency which  has  been  accelerated  somewhat  by  the  reduction  in  the  official  working  week. 

During  the  year  the  Council  reviewed  the  methods  adopted  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse  which  at  present,  and  during  the  past,  has  been  somewhat  crude  tipping  in  a 
number  of  excavated  areas.  It  has  been  decided  to  try  and  establish  a single  tipping  area 
where  a system  of  scientific  controlled  disposal  of  refuse  would  be  employed.

Where  it  is  necessary  in  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease,  the  rooms  occupied 
by  the  patient  are  sealed  off  and  disinfected  with  a dilute  spray  of  formalin  or  by  formalde- 
hyde gas.  Nine  rooms  were  so  treated  in  1960.

(h)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

No  contravention  of  the  Regulations  governing  the  emission  of  dark  smoke  have  been 
observed  amongst  the  industrial  concerns  in  the  District.  Two  observations  were  made 
on  one  chimney  which  had  been  seen  omitting  black  smoke  in  the  previous  year.  The 
smoke  emissions  on  these  two  occasions  were  satisfactory  and  indicate  that  the  plant 
operators  now  appear  to  have  overcome  the  initial  difficulties  which  were  experienced 
when  new  furnace  equipment  was  installed,  and  which  caused  the  excessive  black  smoke 
at  the  time. 

During  1959-60  research  was  instituted  by  the  County  Council  Health  Committee 
into  the  possible  harmful  effects  to  human  health  of  the  fumes  from  the  brickworks  along 
the  valley  south  west  of  Bedford,  which  is  partly  in  this  Rural  District  and  partly  in  that 
of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District.  (My  comments  are  being  duplicated  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  that  District.) 

The  report  was  in  two  parts:  the  analysis  of  the  fall-out  of  the  fumes  and  a report  on 
the  attempt  to  compare  the  incidence  of  chest  diseases  in  a village  in  the  valley  and  in  a 
control  village  in  an  area  far  from  fumes. 

The  main  conclusions  were  that  the  atmosphere  is  being  polluted  by  fumes  from  the 
brickwork’s  chimneys  to  a distance  of  at  least  two  miles.  The  area  polluted  at  any  par- 
ticular time  depends  on  the  direction  of  the  wind.  Pollution  is  almost  wholly  gaseous 
with  a large  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide. 

The  general  level  of  pollution  in  Lidlington  and  Kempston  Hardwick  is  less  than 
that  of  a large  city  and  corresponds  roughly  with  that  of  a small  industrial  town  in  summer. 

Whilst  it  is  possible  that  sulphur  fumes  in  the  air  in  the  Lidlington  area  are  partly 
responsible  for  the  high  incidence  of  chest  symptoms,  it  is  in  no  way  conclusive. 

The  report  was  presented  to  the  County  Council  Health  Committee  at  an  open 
meeung.  It  was  agreed  that  it  afforded  no  proof  that  there  was  atmospheric  pollution  in 
the  brickworks  valley  grave  enough  to  cause  damage  to  human  health.  It  was  stated  that 
the  Brick  Compames  were  conducting  research  into  means  of  abating  the  nuisance. 

I think  it  important  that  this  report  be  placed  in  the  “Pending”  tray  and  not  be 
shelved.  Unfortunately  medical  diagnosis  seldom  stands  up  to  legal  probing.  It  is 
regretted  that  proof  of  the  cause  of  disease  is  often  forthcoming  only  post-mortem,  after 
irreparable  damage  has  been  caused  to  human  health.

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(i)  RATS  AND  MICE— -PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


The  Council  employ  one  Rodent  Officer  who  is  responsible  for  the  survey  of  the  area 
and  for  treatment  of  domestic  and  business  premises  in  which  rats  and  mice  are  found. 
The  treatment  of  domestic  premises  is  carried  out  as  a free  service. 

All  agricultural  lands  and  premises  are  also  surveyed  to  ensure  that  the  occupiers  are 
fulfilling  their  obligations  under  the  Act  to  eradicate  rats  and  mice. 

Regular  treatment  is  apphed  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  test  baiting  of  sewers  is 
undertaken  as  a routine  measure  once  a year,  and  treatment  carried  out  where  necessary. 

There  was  a welcome  dechne  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  wasps  nests.  Only 
37  nests  were  ehminated  compared  with  235  cases  in  the  previous  year. 

Eight  cases  of  insect  infestations  were  dealt  with  in  private  houses.

7.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  MEAT  INSPECTION

Slaughtering  has  been  carried  out  in  all  the  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  during 
the  year.  Two  of  the  sluaghterhouses  are  used  solely  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  occupiers’ 
own  retail  businesses  and  the  third  slaughterhouse  is  operated  by  a wholesale  butcher. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act  1958,  for  the  Council  to  review  and  report  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  on: — 

(a)  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  this  District  for  slaughterhouse 
facilities  having  regard  to  the  needs  both  of  persons  requiring  the  use  of  such 
facilities  and  of  other  persons ; and 

(b)  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  wliich  are,  or  are  likely  to  become  available  to  meet 
those  requirements. 

Following  an  extensive  survey  amongst  the  meat  purveyors  in  the  District  and  after 
consultations  with  interested  parties  and  other  local  authorities  it  was  concluded  the 
slaughtering  facilities  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  present  and  likely  future  requirements. 
The  Minister  has  accepted  the  findings  of  the  Report.  He  has  also  confirmed  the  1st 
January,  1961  as  the  Appointed  Day  for  the  District  whereby  aU  licensed  slaughterhouses 
must  comply  in  every  respect  with  the  constructional  requirements  of  the  Slaughter- 
houses (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of 
Cruelty)  Regulations  1958.  Improvements  works  have  been  completed  at  all  three 
slaughterhouses  during  the  year  and  these  premises  now  comply  with  the  Regulations. 
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The  year’s  figures  again  indicated  a marked  decline  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
in  cattle.  Only  14  tuberculosis  cases  were  found  in  the  1,558  cattle  and  cows  inspected. 
These  animals  were  all  reactors  sent  in  for  slaughtering  by  the  veterinary  officers  of  the 
Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  as  a result  of 
their  fieldwork  testing  to  achieve  attested  herds  throughout  the  district. 

The  weight  of  the  meat  and  offal  rejected  amounted  to  nearly  19  tons.  This  rejected 
material  was  effectively  sterilised  in  a local  processing  plant. 

Eight  carcases  of  beef  were  found  to  be  affected  with  active  cysticercosis  which  is 
the  cystic  stage  of  the  tape  worm  found  in  the  human  being.  These  carcases  were  sub- 
jected to  approved  cold  storage  treatment  which  destroys  the  cysts.

Routine  visits  of  inspection  to  food  premises  have  revealed  that  generally  a satisfac- 
tory standard  of  hygiene  is  being  maintained  by  the  food  traders  and  handlers  and  it  was 
necessary  to  issue  only  15  warnings  of  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  conditions  under  which  food  is  stored  and  displayed, 
the  general  cleanliness  of  the  food  room  and  the  equipment  used  therein  and  to  the 
adequacy  of  the  provisions  for  the  cleansing  of  the  food  handling  equipment  and  the 
hand  washing  facilities.

There  has  been  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  premises  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice  cream. 

The  ice  cream  industry,  which  is  almost  completely  in  the  hands  of  large  national 
firms,  is  highly  competitive  and  it  seems  to  be  the  aim  of  the  firms  concerned  to  have  as 
many  selling  points  before  the  public  as  possible. 

There  are  also  signs  that  the  sale  of  loose  ice  cream  is  on  the  increase  from  mobile 
units,  each  of  which  houses  a soft  ice  cream  making  machine.  As  yet,  this  trend  has  not 
reached  the  registered  ice  cream  premises  in  the  District  where  only  pre-packed  ice 
cream  is  being  sold,  but  this  changing  pattern  will  need  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

The  pre-packed  ice  cream  has  all  been  manufactured  by  firms  of  national  repute  and 
five  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  remaining  registered  premises  are  all  attached  to  butcher’s  shops  and  are  mainly 
used  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages.  All  these  premises  have  been  satisfactorily  main- 
tained and  managed  during  the  year.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

The  Council’s  Housing  Programme  for  the  re-accommodation  of  persons  displaced 
from  slum  clearance  houses  and  the  provision  of  bungalows  for  aged  persons  gained 
some  momentum  during  the  year.  In  addition,  a more  practical  procedure  was  adopted  of 
developing  small  sites  fully  as  opposed  to  the  more  uneconomic  method  of  building  odd 
pairs  at  different  times  which  was  the  outcome  of  the  Council’s  original  intentions.  By  the 
end  of  the  year,  schemes  were  in  contract  at  Bromham,  Cotton  End,  Harrold,  Kempston 
Rural,  Milton  Ernest,  Sharnbrook,  Thurleigh  and  Wootton  and  sites  have  been  acquired 
or  earmarked  at  Great  Barford,  Bletsoe,  Clapham,  Dean,  Eaton  Socon  and  Stagsden. 

The  purchase  of  sites  by  the  Council  is  still  an  extremely  difficult  process  in  spite  of 
the  legal  obligation  to  pay  current  market  values,  and  owners  of  land  with  planning 
permission  are  obviously  reluctant  to  enter  into  the  lengthy  and  complicated  negotiations 
which  are  necessary,  in  contrast  to  the  comparatively  easy  sale  of  land  to  other  interested 
developers.  In  addition,  there  still  appears  to  be,  in  some  cases,  a difference  of  opinion 
between  the  opposite  sides  of  these  negotiations  as  to  what  is  the  value  of  the  land. 
However,  thanks  to  the  good  offices  of  the  District  Valuer,  purchases  are  being  made  but 
the  price  is  becoming  such  that  there  is  a marked  effect  on  the  cost  of  the  houses  and 
consequently  the  rents  at  which  they  can  be  let. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  has  been  directed  more  this  year  to  the  unfit  houses  in 
the  District  and  as  a result,  22  Demolition  Orders  were  made  and  25  dwellings  were  the 
subjea  of  Closing  Orders.  It  is  anticipated  that  steady  progress  will  be  made  in  the 
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removal  of  totally  unfit  houses  in  parallel  with  the  Councirs  own  new  house  building 
activities,  a process  which  might  be  even  more  marked  were  it  not  for  the  effect  of  Im- 
provement Grants.  As  is  known,  Standard  Grants  can  be  claimed  as  a right  if  the  dwelling 
is  of  a suitable  standard,  but  Discretionary  Grants,  for  which  the  Council  is  a free  agent, 
form  by  far  the  greatest  number  of  apphcations  and  normally  result  in  favourable  decisions, 
giving  the  maximum  amount  of  benefit.  Whilst  the  wisdom  of  putting  new  work  in  old 
structures  can  frequently  be  questioned,  it  must  be  conceded  that  a new  lease  of  hfe  has 
been  given  to  many  old  properties  which  would  otherwise  have  fallen  into  greater  disrepair, 
become  the  subject  of  official  representation  for  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders,  or  become 
derelict. 

During  the  year  Improvement  Grants  were  made  on  completed  schemes  to  the 


value  of  £20,731  bringing  the  total  amount  paid  in  grants  to  £115,858.

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11.  IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


Vaccination  against  anterior  poliomyelitis,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria,  is  the 
responsibihty  of  the  County  Council  and  has  been  carried  out  at  child  welfare  clinics  and 
in  the  schools.

others,  proper  care  and  attention.

6d.  per  treatment 
for  children.
